BERIDZE'S financial transactions between various countries 
KEP T A received twenty-five throusand Swiss francs from BERIDZE for 
living expenses' in Swiizerj.anu for the year. The last report on 
BERIDZE is that he left. for Spain via London where he has no dif- 
ficulty in' , obtaining a Spanish visa, Tnis explains why the tia.rq.uis :
